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I can't take credit for this book. The story you are about to read isn't 
my own. It is translated from a manuscript that is over a hundred 
years old, by a man who was murdered for seeking out the truth. 
You've never read anything like it. Ever. I promise you. 

The true author explains how this story came about, so I won't 
add anything to what he has to say. There's no need. But before you 
begin reading, there are some things you should know. Particularly, 
how I came about the document and what I know about the author. 

I was born in the United States, the first in my family to be born 
outside of Italy. We trace our roots back to the centurions of early 
Rome. Until the turn of the century, we were rather wealthy. We 
owned tracts of land so large that they encompassed whole moun¬ 
tains. 

But we lost all of it. 

My great-grandfather was a man of principle. Too bad he was an 
idiot as well. He lost the entire family fortune in a legal battle with a 
neighbor. He won the lawsuit, but it cost him everything. Unfortu¬ 
nately for my great-grandfather, all his money was tied up in real 
estate. He had to sell off his property well below market value to 
pay the legal fees. 

Guess who bought up the land? The very guy being sued, 
through a third party. Smart guy. I guess it pays to have cash in the 
bank. 

When I was thirty, my wife and I decided to visit my family in 
Italy. I won't go into all the details. What matters are the few hours I 
spent visiting with my Uncle Luigi. He lived in a beautiful old 
stone house. It was on the only piece of property that my 
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great-grandfather wasn't forced to sell. My uncle told me that the 
house was built by our ancestors over two hundred years ago. 

I walked around on my own a bit, soaking up the history, imag¬ 
ining what the first De Vito's who lived there were like. I went 
through every inch of the house. Eventually, I found my way to the 
basement. It was as incredible as the rest of the place. Every wall 
was lined with rough-cut stone, held together with decaying mor¬ 
tar. Primitive definitely, but it was a foundation that had lasted 
many, many years. 

One small section of the wall looked like it was about to cave in. 
The mortar had given way and the lack of cohesion created a con¬ 
cave depression. I pushed against the center stone. It was loose. I 
began to play with it a bit, rocking it slightly back and forth. That's 
when the whole thing fell in. I was horrified. The house had been 
standing for hundreds of years and I broke it. 

I didn't want my uncle to see the hole I had caused. It was about 
two feet square, so there was little hope that it would go unnoticed. 
I lit my lighter and stuck it in the hole, hoping to find the rocks that 
fell in. What I saw was a small cubicle dug into the wall. The stones 
were all there. 

I also saw a half-rotted box. 

As carefully as I could, I removed the stones and took out the 
box. I put the rocks back into the wall. It didn't look great, but the 
hole was sealed. I picked up the box. I'm no expert, but I think it 
was made of oak. A small black metal lock secured the lid. The 
wood was soft, covered with mold, and crumbling. It was beauti¬ 
fully painted and carved once, that much I could still tell. 

I grabbed the lock and gave a tug. The nails that secured the 
latch to the wood pulled out with no effort. 

Inside was a great stack of parchment that looked like it was a 
hundred years old if it was a day. It smelled of mold. The paper was 
delicate, but able to be handled. Every page was covered in gibber¬ 
ish. None of it seemed to make any sense. 

I brought it to my uncle. He looked at the first page, but could 
make no sense of it. I asked him if I could have it. He smiled and 
told me to take it if I wanted it. He said he had a whole lot of junk 
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throughout the house. If I was willing to take it away, he said I 
could have all of it. At least the old man still had a sense of humor. 

The box was garbage, and we threw that out. He gave me a large 
manila envelope and I put the manuscript in that. 

By the time we got back to the states, the papers had begun to 
dry. It made them brittle. I figured it would probably be a good idea 
to not handle them too much, so I photocopied all of them. 

A good thing I did. Shortly after, they dried out all together and 
disintegrated when I picked them up. I was disappointed. I wanted 
to preserve the originals. They were a link to my past and I was 
sorry to lose them. At least I still had the copies. So I put them away 
and didn't look at them for nearly five years. 

One day, I had a friend over and we were talking about our trav¬ 
els. I told him of the manuscript and the copies I still had. He asked 
to see them. We had moved twice since our visit to Italy, and I had 
no idea where the papers were. In the next few days, I looked 
everywhere. I had no luck at all. But a week later my wife found 
them. She was going through some unpacked boxes; I forget what 
she was looking for. But when I got home, she handed me the enve¬ 
lope. 

I showed it to my friend the next time he came around. He 
looked at the first page and recognized some words as German, 
pointed out a few in English. I looked more closely and noticed 
some Italian words as well. It looked like whoever wrote the manu¬ 
script knew quite a few languages, mixing all the words together as 
he wrote. 

My friend and I agreed: the author was either a genius or a mad¬ 
man. Probably both. Regardless, whatever the document was, it 
wasn't gibberish. I typed up the first page of the manuscript. Most 
of it, anyway. Some of the words weren't written in any alphabet I 
could recognize. I posted it to a message board on the internet. 

It worked. A lot of people helped translate bits and pieces. I put 
them together. It started to make sense. I started to show the paper 
to everyone I knew. Eventually, someone identified the alphabets I 
couldn't recognize as Greek and Hebrew. 
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It turned out that the manuscript was written in six different lan¬ 
guages: English, Italian, German, Greek, Latin and Hebrew. This 
guy was a genius. And, from the emerging content, I was sure that 
he was crazy as well. 

The story that was being revealed was an alternate account of 
some biblical tales. They were very shocking and made me feel 
strangely uncomfortable. 

As the translations uncovered more of the text, the story became 
more and more eerie. Some of my friends became fascinated by it; 
some wanted noting more to do with it or me. I couldn't blame 
them. I couldn't shake the feeling that what I was doing was wrong, 
that I would be punished for it. It scared me. I can't explain it better 
than that. 

The more I translated and researched, however, the more com¬ 
pelling the story became. It started coming together. It started mak¬ 
ing more sense. It began filling in holes and answering questions 
that my catholic upbringing couldn't explain. 

The strangest thing was that for a manuscript of its apparent age, 
it seemed to include modern scientific references. Not in contempo¬ 
rary terms, to be sure. But there seemed to be references regarding 
quantum physics, bioengineering and other things that could not 
possibly have been known when this was written. 

For instance, the Greek words 'swift ones' appear more than 
once. I was told that this is where we get the word 'tachyon' from. 
A tachyon is a theoretical subatomic particle with negative mass, 
believed to travel faster than the speed of light. If true, that means it 
travels backward in time. This fits in perfectly with the manu¬ 
script's discussions on the 'Cycle of Time'. But how could this 
appear in a document that seemed to have been written before I 
was born? Tachyon theory wasn't even discussed until the late 
1960's! 

Something else you may find strange about the manuscript is the 
way in which it was written. The idiom is very similar to that of the 
bible. I left it that way for two reasons. First, it seemed right to leave 
it as it was written. It sets a mood to the writing that I didn't want 
to lose. Secondly, I didn't want to change any of it. I didn't want the 
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translation to be my interpretation of the text. I have made some 
conclusions based on what I've read, but I wanted everyone to 
make their own conclusions. If I changed the words to reflect what I 
thought they meant, then this manuscript would loose its authen¬ 
ticity. That is why I left the phase 'swift ones' as it was, rather than 
use the term 'tachyons'. What if I was wrong? 

It's very important that you realize the words you read are the 
words as they were originally written. I have not changed them at 
all. You will notice that the idiom becomes more modern as the 
tales become more recent. I found this odd at first, then interesting 
as I realized the language would change, if the tales originated from 
different eras. 

When I told my father about the manuscript, he thought I was 
making it up and refused to discuss it. As a matter of fact, no one in 
my family was able to tell me anything. No one, that is, until I 
spoke to my grandfather about it. 

I almost wish I didn't mention it. 

My grandfather never spoke much, never got excited about any¬ 
thing. But when I mentioned the manuscript and what it was about, 
I thought he was going to have a heart attack. His face flushed 
bright red. He shook as he spoke, that's how upset he was. That's 
when he told me about the author. Then he told me never to speak 
of it again. I didn't. 

My great grandfather, he said, had a brother. He was a priest 
once, but was thrown out of the church for being a disciple of the 
devil. He disappeared one day and didn't return for almost ten 
years. He came back with stories that blasphemed God and the 
saints. The family told him to keep quite, but he wouldn't. 

So, of course, he soon became the most feared and despised man 
in the village. Everyone hated him. No one was surprised when one 
day he turned up dead. He had been hanged. The killer or killers 
were never found. The police hardly made a fuss. All in all, it 
sounded like everyone was rather happy that it happened. I think 
once you read this book, you'll understand why. 

My grandfather told me that the village never looked at our fam¬ 
ily in the same way again. They thought that God made us loose 
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our money as punishment for what the devil priest had done. It 
was one of the reasons our family eventually left Italy for a new life 
in America. 

I tried to tell my grandfather what the papers said. I wanted him 
to know that his ancestor wasn't an evil man. That he left the 
church of his own accord and was not thrown out. That he was try¬ 
ing to save mankind. But he wouldn't listen. He did not want to 
hear it. He could not go through that shame again. That's why I 
waited until his death to have this printed. 

I wish my grandfather could have learned the truth before he 
died. If he understood what his uncle was trying to do, I think he 
would have been very proud. But he didn't want to know the truth. 
He was too afraid. I don't blame him one bit. I'd be lying if I said I 
wasn't scared, too. I'd be lying if I didn't tell you there were times I 
wanted to throw the whole thing away. It scared me to read it. But 
believe it or not. I'm more afraid now. Because now I know the 
truth. 

You're about to know the truth also. This is the most important 
thing I've ever read. Finishing my great uncle's work is the greatest 
thing I can ever hope to achieve. 

So what do I do now? Do I preach? Do I risk getting killed to 
help out mankind? I don't think I can do that. I have kids that need 
their father. I don't know, maybe just getting this into your hands is 
enough. Hopefully, it'll be enough. 

I'll tell you this, though. I don't walk through life the way I used 
to. Now I watch everything. I listen to everything. I question all of 
it. I wait and hope that none of it happens in my lifetime. Unfortu¬ 
nately, if what I believe is true, it will happen in my lifetime—and 
in yours. I believe some of it has happened already; I believe some 
of it is happening now. 

Yes, I think it's already started. I think the End Times are here. 
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Here are the words, the true words as I have gathered them unto 
me. Doubt if you will, for proof lies in faith and not the tangible. 
Laugh if you must, but know too that a colder laughter resonates 
throughout the Cosmos. 

For here lies the tale that withered my soul. A tale that mocks 
humanity and all humane. 

You will feel the truth of it. 

Though the mind may withdraw, that which resides at the 
heart's core will allow no denial. 

Listen or do not, but in not listening, know that you are lost. 

I have been chosen from among the many to tell this tale. The 
story of the Fallen One. 

Among the spoils of victory, perhaps the greatest is the authority 
to tell the battle's tale. And the truth is thereby tainted. And after 
years, centuries, millennia, who may contradict that which has been 
so often told? 

So hear me: what you believe to be true is false. What you 
thought right, wrong. I and a chosen few have been granted the 
knowledge from the Bearer of Truth. A knowledge He has 
attempted to impart unto us since the dawn of our existence. For 
this has He been always vilified. For this, we were bred to fear and 
hate Him, to denounce all His words as lies. 

I tell you now, this is not so.

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I, too, once believed as do you. I, too, once condemned and hated 
and feared He who lives in Darkness. For I bore the cross of gold 
and followed the Father of your Church as do you. But your Shep¬ 
herd, this Savior, this Christ Child, is the true Father of Lies. For he 
is the one genuine evil, the one you call The Light. 

I have since denounced him and all he deems holy. I have burned 
his Book of Lies and flung my crucifix into the deepest sea. The 
robes of my ignorance have been scattered as ashes in his house of 
deception. 

But hear me. There is still time. We can free ourselves from the 
misery this false prophet has imposed. For I know the true history, 
the actual events. 

I know them to be true for they are true. You will feel it in your 
heart. You will know it in your soul. And you must listen. For your 
sake. For the sake of your children. For the sake of the Race of Man. 

He Who Was Cast Out is the Bearer of Knowledge. It has always 
been so. Does the Book of Lies not teach that it was He who brought 
us knowledge? That He advised the eating of the fruit and made 
the Woman know of her nakedness? And was she not naked? Did 
not the Powerful One then punish the Woman and all who came 
after for covering her nakedness and her shame? 

And who among you can rightly say that truth is evil, that it is 
wrong? Why would a true God hide knowledge? Is it not written 
that the Almighty granted us the right of choice? 

Yet how can one choose without proper knowledge? And as 
those who choose not to follow his path are cursed to suffer eternal 
damnation, to what purpose is this choice? 

This is no free will. This is tyranny, born of childishness and pet¬ 
tiness. This is not the divine guidance of a god; it is the savage 
caprice of a madman. Free will is born of true choice, not of evil 
ultimatums. 

Imagine this world had the Woman not partaken of the fruit. Pic¬ 
ture us, a race of ignorant sheep whose sole purpose would be to 
praise the shepherd. All things needed for life supplied to us. A 
world without pain or tragedy, no need for creativity or intelli- 
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gence. We'd need simply obey and do all we were told. For any 
other course would bring down terrible retribution. 

Ask yourself then, what purpose would our ignorance serve? 
Why would a god want his subjects to be ignorant, weak, useless? 
But then, such a population would be easily manipulated and con¬ 
trolled, would it not? 

So harken unto the Lord, all ye unbelievers, or be tossed into the 
eternal fire. And feel the searing of thy flesh ad infinitum. 

Oh, is this burning of the "wicked"—innocent men, women and 
children—not a ghastly thing? One must wonder if this Father is 
not stoking his furnaces at this moment. Preparing to march the 
human race into his camps of horror. Laughing as screams of pain 
burst the throats of his poor, ill-choosing children. 

But, alas, they had their chance. Did they not? I can see him now, 
hands held high as the flames rise and bring forth the smell of 
cooked flesh, intoning: "Burn, my children, burn." 

For that is the legacy of those who dare to exercise the free will 
they were given. Or so we are led to believe. For I have been given 
the truth behind the lies of him you call the Father. 

This Father would have you believe that a paradise was ours to 
lose. If only we had not eaten from that horrid tree. For that one 
small taste of knowledge he repaid us with disease, pain, hunger, 
brutality, mortality, and original sin. 

A slight overreaction, perhaps? 

But alas, we suffer for wanting what the serpent offered us. And 
was not the Almighty furious at the discovery? Considering his 
supposed omniscience, how is it he did not know all along? Would 
he not have known where the Woman was going, what she was 
going to do? Could he not have stopped her, admonished her? Told 
her of the repercussions for her and all her kind to come? Perhaps 
the mood did not strike him. 

Oh, if only the Woman had not done this thing. Then our lives 
would have been perfect and painless. Yes, a world without misery. 
But also no sense of accomplishment, no ambition, no struggle. 
And neither love nor desire. 
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For does the Book of Lies not say that there must be a balance, a 
harmony amongst all things? No good without evil, no creation 
without destruction, no love without hate? 

Eye for eye and tooth for tooth: there must be balance. No giving 
without taking and nothing taken without being given. For even in 
turning the other cheek we must suffer abuse yet give compassion. 

We know these things. Without the ability to do for ourselves, to 
learn, to grow, what purpose would existence serve? Our spirit 
would wither and turn to dust. You call this paradise, this lost 
world of Eden? I tell you it is not. It is a living death, a perverse 
existence. Why would a God wish such a thing? What good a race 
with no purpose other than to praise his greatness? 

Imagine: A life of utter subjugation and servitude. All for him 
who is the Shepherd. And we, a flock of worthless, miserable 
beings. Less than sheep. Less than alive, only existing at the mercy 
of superior force. An irony, is it not, that a shepherd's duty is to pro¬ 
tect the herd until the day of slaughter? 

I revile this image, as should you. We should demand more than 
this for ourselves and for our children. A life of slavery is a life of 
Hell, regardless of the master. I am worthy of more than such an 
Eden, and I wish it not. 

For this Garden of God is damnation. 

She who ate of the fruit deserves reverence, not condemnation. 
Never in all human history has there been an act that benefited the 
Race of Man more. 

All my heart holds love for you. Woman of Knowledge. Praised 
be thy name. 

And as with the Woman, my ignorance, too, was broken by the 
Gift of Knowledge. For, as She, I was visited by the Fallen Angel. 

He came to me on a night as cold and dark as onyx. Alone was I, 
warm and sheltered by the methods of modern man against the ele¬ 
ments. Deeply I slept in a slumber devoid of all dreams. There was 
not a sound, not a shape. Nothing from which to grasp identity. 
This I remember. 
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I remember, for that was when I felt His presence. I knew not 
who or what it was at first, to be sure. But I knew also that my call 
to consciousness was not due to any intervention of the natural. 

By the fear bred into our race through countless millennia, I cow¬ 
ered as would an unborn child. I assumed the posture of pre-birth, 
attempting solace through my regression. I recall perfectly the 
deliberate way in which I assessed my appendages and drew them 
to me. I felt—I knew—that no tender, vital part should be left vul¬ 
nerable or exposed. 

Indeed, all flesh from lip to loin to leg contracted into itself as 
surely and swiftly as a small frightened animal would scurry to the 
security of its haven. 

"I am Man," said I within myself, attempting to straighten from 
my infantile curl. Such primitive fear defiled the very foundation of 
reason from which I sprang. But the thought was overlaid—no, 
asphyxiated—by the true foundation. A much older bedrock fixed 
firmly in a primordial history long since forgotten. 

The revelation was coincided by vision. A shimmer. A shimmer 
which was instantly replicated in the flesh of my spine and bowels 
and loins. It was then that my fear found release and pierced the 
night. But there was no one to hear or help. 

Slowly, the apparition coalesced and drew form. The chamber 
was thrown into even deeper darkness as if the forming image was 
drawing light from the very air itself. An internal glow illuminated 
the growing form, but the brightness touched no surface. 

The world had become a void, and I with it. I felt neither the bed 
nor my flesh upon it. My mind passed beyond terror to a place 
reserved for lunacy. I cowered within the safety of insanity. 

And the growth completed. And by the light within its form I 
saw that it was an Angel. 

But such an Angel! 

Power radiated from the corporal form in waves that returned 
me to my mind. Through a clear emotional calm I viewed Him that 
was before me. 

It was so for He wished it so. 
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A giant of a Being! Shining with inner strength, surrounded in a 
gleam of gold. As nude as the scheme of nature designed Him to 
be. Magnificent in His glory. Wings of white down fluttering grace¬ 
fully with every slight motion. A face of tranquility and infinite 
wisdom. 

But for the small shards of bone upon His brow, I would have 
thought it the Almighty himself. 

"Know who I am and fear me not," spoke Satan unto me. The 
voice flowed silken with the wisdom of ages. It commanded. It con¬ 
soled. 

"I know you and I do not fear you," spoke I, amazed at the 
words that escaped the confines of my flesh. Amazed, for all my life 
I had been told that He was the bearer of all things evil. 

"That is good," said He. "It is as it should be, for I mean to 
bestow neither harm nor ill will upon you." 

And the truth of his words was there, engraved upon his visage. 
Upon his features and in his manner it was written. I felt it with a 
warmth and trueness within my heart and soul. He would never 
consider causing me injury. Indeed, the very thought would have 
repulsed Him. This I knew. I looked upon Him, and in looking saw 
a love tempered in the fires of infinity. 

"You honor me," stated I. "But to what purpose? How may I 
serve one such as you, I who am mortal?" He might have asked 
anything of me in that moment. I knew that I would have done any¬ 
thing for Him to prove my love, my devotion. I would have died 
for Him. 

"You need only to look, listen, and remember. Difficult it is for 
me to impart the knowledge I must. Then you must share these 
words with all others and make the seed take root. For if you can¬ 
not do this thing, then the Race of Man is forever doomed." 

Such sadness in those eyes. The pain of untold millennia resided 
within those two bright orbs. 

I wept for Him. I wept for His pain. 

"Lord," I cried, "I am but one soul, and of no consequence in this 
world. How am I to do this? By what authority can I make myself 
heard?" 
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Sympathy molded his features then. "What I ask is no small 
thing, this I know. Your task is grave and difficult. You will not be 
alone in what you must do, however. You will do what you can do, 
I ask no more. But know, too, my messenger, that in this doing you 
will be cursed among all men. That your name shall be spoken in 
shadows and whispered in horror. And the best you can hope for is 
a slow, painful death." 

I knew the truth of His tellings, and I wept. Not for myself, but 
for His pain. "Lord, the things that they say of you. 

".. .are lies. Lies spawned of the true Horror. Do that which I ask 
of you, and learn from it. For therein you will find the reasons for 
the lies. So listen closely, for your task is this: there are three among 
men, three to whom I have entrusted my Gospel. Each carries 
within them a portion of the true past and future records—the tales 
of the Angelica and of the tribulations of Man. The intimacy which 
was necessary has broken their minds," He said. "It had to be 
done," He whispered, turning away. "For the benefit of all men." 

And I remembered the stories of the saints of old. How they, too, 
died in madness. By fire and stone most of them fell. The price of 
divine confidence was high, indeed. 

Again, His gaze returned to mine. "You must find these Three. 
Collect their tales and combine them. Validate their sacrifices. Bring 
to all the knowledge I have imparted." 

"But what is this tale. Holy One?" Said I. "And how shall I find 
these wise men?" 

His gaze turned solemn. "The tale shall unfold as you find it. The 
Three you shall find if it is your wish to do so. Only doubt will keep 
you from them." 

Doubt? How could one such as I doubt one such as He? Then as 
now, I knew that I would do his will. 

Then His light grew dim, and upon His face emerged fatigue. 
"Long have We Below been unable to speak with mankind," He 
said wearily, "for such a communion would cause dementia. Only 
recently have We found a way to avert this madness. Yet it requires 
the greatest effort.. .and may be maintained for only a short while." 
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He looked upon me a final time. "It lies with you now, the fate of 
your Race. Do what you must do. All my faith goes with you," He 
said, as He faded to nothingness. 

With this fading the night returned, in all its loneliness. In all its 
darkness. Once again, all had become mundane. And I asked 
myself, was it real? Could it have been a dream? For with the 
departure of the Fallen One did the wonderment depart. And all 
became as it once was. 

Yet there was one exception: my soul burned as if on fire, burned 
with the light of the truth. The light of purpose. 

And I knew it was no dream. 

That night, in my revelation, I left all that I knew. I left in search 
of the Three. In time, I found them all. 

As to what led me to them, I cannot say. There is no explanation 
for it, not in our version of reality. Call it a sense of rightness; call it 
an intuition. Regardless, I knew when my path was a correct one 
and when it was not. There was a purpose to my step, a goal to my 
wandering. There were neither signs nor portents, and yet my wan¬ 
derings were true to their intent. 

I found myself traveling far over water and across foreign soil 
before I met the first. For the First of Three was cloistered deep in 
the hills of the Old World. Patiently I made my way between the 
ancient villages. Past the old battlements: past the Shoenburg and 
the Rheinstein. And finally my eyes rested upon the sight of the 
Rheinfels. A fortress of stone erected by men long since dead. A 
structure half lost in decay. And I knew I had found the First. 

I felt the energies of the wretched life within, hidden among the 
forbidden tunnels. I allowed my mind to guide me within the walls. 
It led me to a cobblestone path deep within rough-hewn stone, to a 
dark hole into which vanished worn steps carved from the very 
mountain itself. Works of steel vainly attempted to impede my pas¬ 
sage. I laughed at the foolishness of it as I made my way through 
and down. 

The maze which wound its way within the ancient stone had 
once been the haven of retreating soldiers. A place of hiding and 
ambush should an invading force breech the fortress walls. Long 
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did the passages lie useless. Yet once again did they come to pur¬ 
pose, for they housed a soldier of the truth, hidden away from the 
eyes of those who would seek his death. 

The walls soon became slick with moisture and offered only 
slight purchase. The breath of my lungs burst forth as steam and 
my limbs grew numb as I made my way down the shrinking pas¬ 
sage. A coldness grew within my body and soul: the first a symp¬ 
tom of climate; the latter resulting from a growing awareness of the 
once human thing I was approaching. 

I began to sense more clearly the poisoned methods of his 
thoughts, the words I sought entwined within. And I knew also 
that he felt me—this man-thing—as I felt him. In time, I came upon 
a widening of the passage, which became large enough to be called 
a chamber. It was here that the First of Three found solace. 

"Sie kommen, sie kommen. So wurden gesehen und ersaehlt. Es 
war doch. Die Provezeiung Ich sah und sehe," said the First, claw¬ 
ing his head as if to pull the images forth. And flesh came away in 
his hands. 

It was not until that moment that I truly understood the misery 
in the face of my Lord on that wondrous night. And the sacrifices 
made to bring you His tale. 

You come, you come. So it was seen and said, it was indeed. The proph¬ 
ecy I saw and see. I understood his words as if the tongue were my 
own. One of the more useful gifts bestowed upon prophets 
throughout history, this gift of tongues. I accepted this ability with¬ 
out questioning it, for its comprehension was beyond my under¬ 
standing.

And lo, the day arrived, as it was bound to do, when the powers 
of the papal office exceeded the wisdom of those who held it. And 
what was once a great cause became a great corruption. 

And the people did see this. They saw the priests grow fat from 
the excesses of their office; they watched as the bishops, meaning 
overlords, gained lands and possessions; and their respect for the 
papacy became disdain. 

And the people began to look elsewhere for guidance: for it was 
a time of hardship and wants unfulfilled for those of meager means; 
and those unlettered had little hope of improving themselves, 
despite all their toil and piety. 
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So it was that many generations after the killing of the Christ, the 
church inspired by the god made flesh began to splinter and 
change. 

And for those in power, change is no good thing. 

And the Leaders of the Church saw a group arise in a land well 
removed from the Holy City, and those within this group called 
themselves Cathari, meaning pure; and these new teachers spread 
their gospel to the neglected poor. They shed their worldly wealth, 
wandered with their words, gave aid where needed, provided com¬ 
fort to those without comfort. They asked for nothing, eating spar¬ 
ingly of fruits and vegetables, taking no meat. 

And the common man took inspiration from this and admired 
them, for this divestiture of the material was far removed from the 
excesses of the church. 

Quickly did the teachings of the Cathari spread. Even many of 
the wealthy, in time, saw the piousness of the Cathari and 
embraced their teachings. In comparison, the hierarchy of the 
Church of Christ was worthy only of contempt. 

As the following of the Cathari grew, so did the uneasiness of the 
Holy City; for those within its walls would not so easily allow their 
rule to be usurped. Of great concern was the conversion of the 
nobility; for as they came to follow the Cathari, the donations given 
to the churches of the Christ began to diminish. 

And these Cathari threatened the power of the church in other 
ways, for they believed not in the holiness of the Christ, they 
believed not in the sanctity of the Christian sacraments: they were 
heretics of the worst order in the eyes of the flock of Christ. 

Such were the state of affairs that led the Pope to action. And he 
issued an edict to move against the Cathari. He declared them and 
their followers heretics; their holdings forfeit. 

And so began the road of blood upon which the Church of Christ 
would travel for seven hundred years. So began the holy war which 
would kill and butcher more men, women and children than any 
other war or disease. All in the name of the Lord God, all for His 
glory 
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And it began with these words, from the mouth of the Holy See, 
from the mouth of God: 

"We of the church of Christ hold a sacred charge. Entrusted to us 
is the salvation of man. Each soul upon this earth unto our care has 
been given. We cannot, therefore, allow any evil to spread lest it 
corrupt even one soul among the many; for that one soul is worth 
more than all the infidels upon this earth." 

"Therefore, by papal edict, in the name of the Lord God, does 
this church denounce all actions of the Cathari, a sect given in to the 
unholiness of those cast out. They deny the glory of the Christ, defy 
His sacraments, and defile the faithful by the spreading their her¬ 
esy: they place each immortal soul among us in the most dire peril. 
And each corruption loses a soul to the ever-burning fires and tor¬ 
ment of Hell and the daemons within it." 

"Each of these vile followers of Satan must be crushed by the 
righteousness of the Lord God. There must be no rest while even 
one of these Cathari still lives." 

"And so we give a call to arms against these devils, for the souls 
of the innocent are in great peril. It is ours to do what we must, to 
save the souls of the innocent from the fires of Hell. To all those 
who join us, hear this: the sins you have committed on this earth 
shall be forgiven, and a seat in the heavens is assured to those who 
are truly penitent. Take up your swords. Destroy this abomination 
which has arisen to blemish the face of the Lord God!" 

And many did come; some for the cause they believed to be righ¬ 
teous, yet many more still for the spoils of war: for the holdings of 
any involved with the Cathari were deemed forfeit, and the nobility 
were rumored to be involved. 

And this crusade was enacted one thousand two hundred and 
thirteen years after the birth of the Christ. It was a war that Pope 
Innocent III assumed would be short-lived, yet it continued for 
more than a score of years. And still were the Cathari not 
destroyed: for sympathy followed these pious men, and they were 
hidden by those pure of heart. 

And so came a second decree: 
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"The heretics have taken strong root. We must ferret them from 
us, eradicate the hold they have taken amongst us." 

"To this end, I have mustered the a legion of pious and pure 
monks to seek out the evil amongst us, to quiet the fires of the 
Cathari and any others who so should threaten the sanctity of our 
souls. Therefore, for the good of our children and ourselves, the 
monks shall go forth into the land as my inquisitors. In the name of 
the one true God shall they go. And to those of unpure faith I say 
this: we shall find thee; in thy deeds shall we find thee, in thy 
thoughts shall we find thee.

And the monks of the inquisition came to be known as the 
Domini Canes —the Hounds of God—for they were merciless in 
their pursuit of the faithless.

In time, however, the emotional torture was 
replaced by the tortures of the flesh, and they were found to be 
much more effective. Yet the monks were not loosed unchecked, for 
the papacy sanctioned writings on the investigations of heresy. And 
so, as defined in the Malleus Mallificarum, the Hammer of Witches, 
certain rules need be abided. 

First and foremost, the monks of the church could draw no 
blood. Violation of this canon would not do. Yet the Hounds of God 
were clever: they heated their tools of torture in bellowed flames, 
until the metal glowed brightly and red. So it was that as the tools 
pierced and burned the flesh, no blood was spilled, for the hot 
metal would close the wound. 

But why all this? Why not simply kill the accused so the masses 
would run home to cower in prayer? Praying to the Lord God so 
they, too, would be passed over in these times of horror. 

It was necessary for one reason: to appease the masses. To pre¬ 
vent a revolt born of injustice. For to prevent another Cathari cult 
from arising, a semblance of legitimacy needed to be maintained. 
And so, in order to justify punishment, it was necessary to proclaim 
Habemus confitentum reum, meaning "We have a confessed crimi¬ 
nal." No action could be taken without this proclamation. Yea, for 
without repentance there was no savor for the Lord God. 
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So the Domini Canes—the Dominicans, as they came to be known — 
acquired their confessions. And, as long as they followed their doc¬ 
trine, it mattered not how. 

And the church could not involve itself in the causing of death, 
for to destroy a life was a violation of Christian gospel. 

Yet the men of the cloth would not be so easily daunted. Where 
the will to do a thing doth exist, a way shall surely be found. And 
the church would not be denied. 

And so, when the confessions came—and they always did 
come—the sinners were sent to those who governed. And they, in 
turn, disposed of the criminals accordingly: by roasting them alive 
upon a stake in the square, as a lesson to those who would defy the 
church, and for the amusement of the faithful. 

And all was good, for there was no brighter fire than the fire of a 
purged soul; and the fervor of faith brought by this torment shone 
brightly in the eyes of the watchers. 

Many a night was filled with the screams of the living within the 
flames; many a night was illuminated by the burning fat of the 
dead, and the evening air was fragrant with the savor of roasted 
flesh.

It 
shall overwhelm their reason; it shall call to them each day; it shall 
enslave their will and they and their children shall never know 
peace.

And the day shall come when the prince and his followers will 
light the fires of the Final Battle. With a sword brighter than a thou¬ 
sand suns shall they cleave the earth and herald the End Times. 

Behold, he shall call forth the Final Battle with giant clouds of 
death which will blossom from the earth. And every eye shall see 
them, and all the kindred of the earth shall wail because of them. 

And lo, the time of the prince shall be short upon the earth. For

It 
shall try to be the Light of Righteousness. Yet it shall fail. It shall fail 
and become evil made flesh.

So, yea, bring forth the Armageddon, for within it lays the seed 
of hope, for all life, in all places and all times. 

In the Final Days, the faith of man shall diminish, and the Lord 
God and Those Above shall no longer need their sustenance. And 
Those Above shall serve the lives of mankind as fodder for the 
Great Jihad. 

If ye live in these times, beware; beware for the end has come. 

And the Final Days shall be marked by the return of the Lord 
God and His Chosen. And they shall come forth, bearing four 
armies.

And lo, a third of the Race of Man shall lay dead or dying upon 
the soil; the Civilization brought forth by his race shall lay ruined 
upon the face of the earth.

Yet from the darkness shall come one who bears the light. And 
he shall be a child of Cain; and upon his body shall he carry the 
Mark of the Beast: for always have the children of Cain borne this 
Mark, which was given by the Lord God yet taken by Satan as his 
own. 

And the mark shall seem as a number; and the number shall be 
six hundred three score and six. 

Yea, he shall bring together the best of Man at a distant Har Meg- 
gido: at the crossroads of Man's future civilization, in the New 
World. 

And lo, seated by him shall be the Lazuri: for when the third part 
of the Lord God brought life to his undead flesh the flesh became 
undying.

And the Child of Cain shall channel the energies of the Unbind¬ 
ing, so that Satan and his Daemon may then be loosed from Their 
prison within the earth, so that They may seek Their vengeance 
upon Those Above. 
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Yet great destruction shall occur before this. And more than half 
of the Race of Man shall lay burned and bleeding within the rubble 
of his civilization. 

But, yea, it is so: the Race of Man and Those Below shall rise in 
alliance to battle the Minions of the Lord; and where before the 
Fallen had lost. They now brought forth new energies learned from 
within their imprisonment. 

So shall the Final Battle rage. 

And there will be those upon the earth, from the Clan of Seth, 
that shall rebel against Cain and side with the Lord God. And they 
shall be as sheep for Those Above and work toward the ruination of 
their Race—for such was the hold of the Lord God upon the Chil¬ 
dren of Seth. 

So, too, shall there be those within the Tribe of Cain that fall into 
disillusionment; and they shall follow the teachings of the Christ 
with all its intolerance; and they shall be as dead to the seeds of 
Cain and find themselves borne again in the lies of the Christ.

And the soldiers of Those Above shall fall as leaves upon 
the earth. And the four races shall suffer great defeat, for those 
bound in unity of purpose by the Lazuri and the Child of Cain shall 
wax mightily among the heavens and the earth.

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Know this: those of the four races which the Lord God shall send 
see thee not as human, but as animals of evil to be slaughtered for 
blood sacrifice. Struggle against them without reserve, for they 
shall have none against thee. 

Harden thy resolve. Hold dear the covenant of the flesh. Fight 
the Daemons who would be Gods. 

For all the Universe awaits the ending of the Final Battle, for 
good or ill. The outcome rests with thee and thine. 

Harken unto the faith within thee. In this shall there be salvation. 
Know that what could be done has been done; all the wisdom that 
could be given has been given. The future of the Race of Man now 
lies with thee and thine.
